Jerry Reich, FAIA 
Principal

Jerry Reich, FAIA has made a notable 
contribution to the science and art of 
building through developing exterior wall 
design to respond to new technology effi- 
ciencies and construction techniques. 
Many of these advances were initiated 
abroad where the emphasis is on adapting 
to local and environmental conditions. 

As vice president of technical 
services at Schal/Bovis, Reich’s reputation 
was instrumental in the selection of the 
company as the first American contractor 
to join an international consortium on a 
government project in Japan. He devel- 
oped economical and superior technolog- 
ical solutions to exterior wall design for 
Bovis projects worldwide. 

Reich began demonstrating his over- 
seas expertise while at Skidmore, Owings 
& Merrill LLP in Hong Kong working 
with predominantly Chinese contractors 
on New World Centre. He assisted in 
establishing the first wall testing facility in 
the Philippines. Since then, he has worked 
throughout Asia, Central America, the 
United Kingdom, and the United States. 

In 1999, he established Horvath 
Reich CDC Inc. to apply his knowledge to 
the design of exterior walls. Architects 
around the world choose Reich as their 
exterior wall consultant. They appreciate 
his respect for their design aesthetic as he 
translates it to the technical excellence 
required in exterior wall construction. 

Reich has been an integral part of 
AIA Chicago’s Technical Issues PIA, the 
Council on Tall Buildings and Urban 
Habitat, and the Chicago Committee on 
High Rise Buildings.

Thomas Samuels, FAIA has directed and 
coordinated all aspects of development, 
design and construction for a wide range 
of significant projects valued at more than 
$750 million and encompassing over 500 
million square feet.

As chair of AIA Illinois’ Registration Task 
Force, James Zahn, FAJA was instru- 
mental in drafting the Illinois Architecture 
Practice Act of 1989. Since forming his 
law practice with Werner Sabo, FAIA, he 
has embarked on an extensive program of 
lectures and articles aimed at promoting 
the profession. His law column, co- 
authored with Sabo, appears monthly in 
the national Construction Specifier maga- 
zine and he is a regular guest lecturer at 
the University of Illinois, the Construction 
Specifications Institute, and the AIA. 

Zahn has been involved at all levels 
of the AIA. Serving as a board member 
for both AIA Chicago and AIA Illinois led 
to his presidency of the state council in 
1992, His involvement with AIA docu- 
ments began in 1985, and since 1993 he 
has chaired the AIA Illinois Documents 
Coordinating Committee which was one 
of the most active contributors to the 
1997 versions of the AIA’s contract docu- 
ments. He is currently serving on the 
national AIA Documents Committee 
formulating and implementing policy 
regarding education. 

Zahn has undertaken the cause of the 
profession on numerous legal fronts, from 
copyright protection to promotion of AIA 
documents. As a participant in numerous 
professional associations, he has taken the 
lead in promoting the interests of architects.

Are You Part of the 
Architect Finder Database? 


The AIA’s spring advertising campaign is 
underway. Print ads are running in Business 
eek, Inc., and Newsweek. Morning Edition on 
BEZ will be airing AIA ads from March 6 
rough May 8 and again in the fall.

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After the first three months of advertising in 
1999, the Architect Finder Web pages were 
viewed an average of 100,000 times per month. 
The ads highlight the advantages of working 
with an architect and direct the viewer to 
www.aiaaccess.com. Potential clients can 
specify a city and any one of 51 building types 
and 33 services to create a list of firm names, 
addresses, phone numbers, e-mail addresses 
and direct links to firm Web sites. 


Every AIA Chicago firm is eligible to be part of 
Architect Finder. Even if you do not yet have a 
Web site, being on these lists can help get your 
firm considered for projects. Many firms report 
getting calls from prospective clients who found 
them through this Web site. But each firm 
needs to update its listing regularly to ensure 
clients will find it in the proper project cate- 
gories. The Construction Market Data (CMD) 
ProFile database of architecture firms was used

For a firm that has not yet registered on the 
site, first go to www.cmdexpress.com, select

only needs to be done once. In the future, 
simply enter the personal CMD Express user- 
name and password. Submit registration and log 
in to the main system. 


If your firm is already registered, go to 
www.cmdexpress.com, select “Log In” and fill 
in your username and password. On the next 
screen, click on “ProFile Express.” You can 
then update general firm information, project 
types, and services offered. 


If you are adding your firm to the database,

n the March issue of Focus, 
we published an article on 
using technology, especially 
the Internet, to build project 
teams and woo clients. In 
this issue, we delve deeper 
into one aspect of the 
Internet that many members 
= È say will become as common 
in practice as fax machines and CADD — 
project management Web sites. 

Project management on the Internet 
can be achieved most effectively in 
four ways:

1. Use e-mail to communicate with 
clients, consultants and co-workers. 


2. Establish a File Transfer Protocol (FTP) 
area on your Web site to expedite 
document transfers. 


3. Contract with a third party project 
management Web host, enabling team 
members to share information (i.e., 
drawings, schedules, and RFIs) and track 
who touched what and when. 


4. Administer a project management Web 
site in-house by purchasing a software 
package with all the features listed above. 


The first two options are quickly 
becoming commonplace but are limited in

their capabilities. Web-based project 
management, as described in three and 
four, presents a new and promising way to 
direct jobs. 


What’s the Goal? 


For almost every firm, the goal is to 
share information, track changes, and save 
time. Architects want to communicate 
quickly and accurately with co-workers, 
clients, and consultants. While project 
management sites enable this, they are not 
going to improve communication any 
more than a cell phone can help a general 
contractor understand that windows need

to be installed before interior finishes are 
applied. But in the right hands, powerful 
tools can be effective. 
Kristine Fallon, 
FAIA, president of 
Kristine Fallon and 
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Associates and chair of 
AIA Chicago’s new 
Information Technology 
PIA, sees Web-based 
project management 
techniques as a step 
above traditional 
computer tools. 

“Project Web site 
software can automate 
the business rules for 
how documents are 
created, approved, and 
distributed,” Fallon said. 
“When you use word 
processing software to compose a letter, 
the software helps you type, spell 
correctly and format it, but you must send 
it to the correct people and remember to 
follow-up.” 

Doug Garofalo, AIA used e-mail to 
coordinate his nationally acclaimed New 
York Presbyterian Church (see Focus, 
March 2000). However, if he were to win 
a similar project today, Garofalo says he 
would look into a project Web site. 

Kathy Cheak, Assoc. AIA, 
information technology director for 
DeStefano and Partners, is getting ready 
to implement a company-wide solution 
after months of experimentation. 

“We’ve been testing a project 
management Web server for more than a 
year now, and we are working with 
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consultants who agree that this technology 


is necessary,” Cheak said. 

“We currently work internally on a 
secure Local Area Network (LAN). We 
share files with consultants and clients 
through the most effective manner 
possible,” she said. “That means we use 
our FTP site, e-mail attachments, CD- 
ROMs, and Zip™, and floppy disks. We 
don’t want to ‘push’ our clients and 
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consultants in any way to use advanced 
technology, so we let them choose a level 
they’re comfortable with.” 

With all that said, DeStefano and 
Partners is moving forward with the most 
advanced technology possible to increase 
productivity. The firm wants to use a 
third-party provider. “That way we don’t 
have to deal with allowing someone onto 
our network and potentially causing 
problems,” Cheak explained. 

Cheak developed a list of criteria 
their project management Web server had 
to meet: 


e Follows an A/E industry standard 
of organization and file types 

e Easy to use 

e Accommodates global projects 

e Accessible 24 hours, seven days 
a week 

e Efficient and reliable 

e Secure 

e Tracks all system transactions (for 
professional liability concerns) 

e Easily implemented 

e Covers legacy issues (i.e., Will the 
vendor be in business five years 
from now? Will we be able to 
access archived files?)

How Much Will it Cost? 


No matter which Internet feature you 
enlist — from basic e-mail to an in-house 
project management Web site — it is 
important to track the cost of the 
technology. Costs can range from free to 
monthly service fees exceeding $500. 

“Cost recovery is important since it is 
typically a service that is already being 
paid for by the client. An office must be 
careful not to view technology as a nice 
gesture,” Cheak cautioned. “We include a 
general technology fee on the project 
when the client asks for these services.” 

E-mail can be had for free. FTP areas 
can be connected to a Web site by a 
consultant for less than $5,000 or 
established by an Internet service provider 
(ISP) for a slight increase in hosting costs. 
Software, such as Fetch, that improves 
FTP upload and download times costs 
approximately $300. 

Third party project management hosts 
offer basic services for free and then offer 
varying levels of monthly service. Most are 
still experimenting with the right price 
point. ProjectCenter offers unlimited access 
for $259 a month; others give access to a 
specified number of team members for 
monthly fees exceeding $500. 

More advanced users can purchase 
software for hosting a project manage- 
ment Web site on their in-house server 
system.

Environmental Systems Design (ESD), is 
implementing this option. 

Andersen, a co-presenter with Kathy 
Cheak at AIA Chicago’s 1999 
Professional Development Conference, 
considered the possibility of creating his 
own project Web sites. Then, the market 
was flush with off-the-shelf project Web 
site packages. Andersen thoroughly 
investigated three and chose 
ActiveProject. 

“Project Web site providers can 
charge a considerable monthly fee. This is 
justifiable for large projects, but not for 
smaller jobs,” Andersen said. “Since we 
have the in-house expertise and 
experience to host the project information, 
it gives us more control if we host the 
project Web site ourselves.” 

Andersen believes that ActiveProject 
allows easy graphic and data 
customizations. Each ESD project site can 
be graphically unique, although the 
functionality of the sites remains 
consistent. Despite the ease of 
customization, Andersen still outsources 
the design of the project sites. 

Working with Mark Niemi of 


Eastlake Studio’s Information Architecture 


group, he is able to create new project 
Web pages that are used not only to 
manage jobs but for marketing efforts and 
client presentations as well. With 
ActiveProject, Niemi was able to create a 
map of Illinois for Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield, a client of ESD’s. Anyone with the 
proper access can go to the map, click on 
their location and gather information 
related to their facility projects. 

Niemi believes there will be 
consolidation among Web site providers. 
Blueline Online and eBrics have already 
merged to form Cephren Inc. He also 
notes there is a need for standards in the 
project management Web site industry to 
enable users at all levels.

Who Will Use It? 


Richard Nitzche, vice president and 
chief information officer for McClier, sees 
that software providers are already adding 
better features that allow for more 
pervasive use of project Web sites as 
information management tools. 

“All of the providers need to work on 
complex document check-in and check- 
out features, but the simple logging 
features are attractive,’ Nitzche said. 
“Now, no one can say they didn’t see the 
meeting minutes.” 

Tom Rossiter, AIA, president of 
McClier, added that while project Web 
sites have improved tremendously, they 
will develop further. 

“The tools are there in terms of 
meeting basic project management needs,” 
he said. “But the real opportunity is to 
integrate strategic planning, design, 
engineering, and construction and facility 
management into ‘client-centric’ data that 
can simplify their business.” 

“What we are going to see is highly 
ordered work processes centered around 
industry needs. Accounting firms are 
much better at this than architects have 
been. They term it ‘knowledge 
management’ and tie it strongly to client 
needs,” Rossiter added. 

Rossiter also points out that the 
development of these powerful informa- 
tion delivery systems will likely change 
the way designs take shape and building 
materials are ordered and put in place.

Bring the Web Into the Board Room 


s architects incorporate 

presentation technology 

into office designs, they 

must increasingly view 

presentation technology 
. and data network tech- 
nology as one. Today’s space planning 
must account for a new set of room 
requirements, including Internet-based 
presentation products. 

One of the best examples of Internet- 
based presentation technology is called 
WebStation™, produced by Polycom 
Corp. WebStation acts as a Web server 
when placed on the organization’s data 
network, either inside or outside the 
firewall depending on access or security 
issues.

Changes late in the plan are often difficult 
and costly. 
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Tip #2: Use zone lighting. 


The presenter should always be well 
lit to create a good video image. The 
challenge is not washing out the projec- 
tion screen. In addition, task lighting for 
meeting participants should not spill light 
onto the projection screen.

Tip #3: Understand what it takes 
for participants to see the screen. 


Screen size and ceiling height must 
be taken into account. Projection screens 
should be no less than 4 feet above the 
finished floor. This allows for those seated 
to see information clearly. Standard 
screens are 8 feet wide by 6 feet tall (or 
larger). With the 4-foot mandate, a 
standard screen needs a minimum ceiling 
height of 10 feet. 


Tip #4: Pay attention to acoustics. 


Hard surfaces create echoes and 
reverberations, which are problematic 
from an audio/visual perspective, 
especially with Internet-based presenta- 
tions where the quality of the outgoing 
presentation is of paramount importance. 
Local audience participation may dictate 
the placement of additional microphones 
so that local audio can be adequately 
captured and transmitted to meeting 
participants in remote locations. 


These are just a few of the design 
elements associated with Internet-based 
presentations. Audio/visual experts can 
look at your plans or blueprints to ensure 
that, from a presentation standpoint, a 
room is designed appropriately. The 
quality of your rooms and your clients’ 
satisfaction depends on that.
